Complaints of Rent Profiteering. 


In [Boston (here is complain! aboul alleged profiteering in 


rents, :nui Hie Coniniission on the Necessaries of Life has been 
looking into the matter, 
il fiiids;lhal.lhc rents of apartnienis 


controlled by a corporation have been increased from 2B to 50 
percent, and thatonc flat which'rented at £28 a month in 1917 
is now bringing jS<12.5o. It will have to he admitted lhat that 
is a pretty'"stiff increase, but there may he special circum- 
stances in connection with thai particular case. But increases 
of from 28 to 50 per cent arc not larger than increase in the 
cost of commodities of most kinds and increases in wages, 
and why such increases should be complained of is not easy 
to understand in view of the changes that have taken place in 
the prices of practically all things since the beginning of the 
war. 


In South Boston (he lodging house keepers have just an- 


nounced an increase of from 50 cents to $1 a week for rooms, 
and their lodgers.are loud in thcircomplainls of "profiteering." 


.In answer to the coniphu'iits the lodging house keepers say: 


"With coal, laundry work; gas and labor higher than ever he- 
fore, it is absolutely impossible at the former prices to make 
both .ends .meet." 
An. attorney for the corpor.itiou.thal was 


investigated contends that the increases arc necessary to in- 
sure a fair profit on the money invested, owing to the increase 
in'(he cost of janitor service, coal, insurance and hall lighting. 


As (his paper has before slated, IhCrc is no reason to believe 


that there has beeii ft'ny general profiteering in rents. 
There 


have been complaints in many quarters, and without doubt 
there have been instances in which rents have been raised 
unduly, just as there have been cases in which prices of com- 
modities have been advanced more than was necessary, but 
there is no reason to believe (hat this has been a common 
practice;

.. It should hardly be necessary (o call attention to the fact 
(hat 
everything which goes ihlo the maintenance and care of 


houses and rooms'has increased in cost tremendously in the 
last few years, to say nothing of (lie increase in taxation which 
lias taken place in practically every city and town in the land, 
All are familiar with there facts and should understand thai 
proportional increases in rents are to be expected. 


People,who,own their homes and those, who rent houses or 


rooms understand these things. When any repairs are made 
the workmen have to be paid S5 a day or more for eight hours, 
and all materials used arc proportionately high. Costs like 
these cannot be mel with rents -at I he old rales if owners of 
property are to have anything left at the end of the year, a fact 
which no fair-minded tenant should fail to recognize. 


!!• only remains to be said that if there are, in fjoston or 


anywhere else, landlords who are taking irtifair advantage of 
•lli,cir tenants means should be found for correcting the prac- 


..jjce, but thus far there has been nothing to sho\v general 
.^profiteering in rents, most of the increases having been based 
•AOtv-the highercosts.of care and maintenance. Such'increases 
'are'not just cause for complaint, they being only a single item 
in the high'cost of living which is so burdensome to alf classes, 
''including those who have rooms and tenements to rent.
